Film relives 
last journey 
of Princess

PRINCESS Diana pauses 
outside The Ritz hotel in 
Paris . . . before taking her 
car ride to death. 

That final fateful journey has 
been chillingly re-created for a 
new movie. 

Diana and boyfriend Dodi Al Fayed, 
played by two unknown French actors, 
are seen stepping into the Mercedes 
limo with drunk-driver Henri Paul. 

It then speeds through Parisian 
streets chased by photographers on 
motorbikes before spinning out of 
control in the Pont de l'Alma tunnel. 

Insiders claim the film, out next 
year, aims to tell the true story of the 
"tumultuous" life of Diana. 

And film-makers decided to re- 
create the last journey rather than 
rely on old footage.

A source on the production said: 
“We want the film to be as accurate as 
possible. Princess Diana's life story is 
one of the most tragic tales of the last 
century. 

"A beautiful, tortured woman who 
died much too young." 

There have been many conspiracy 
theories surrounding the crash that 
killed Diana, 36, Dodi, 42, and Mr 
Paul, 41, in 1997. 

But the source claimed the film — 
working title Queen — wanted to stick 
to the known facts. 

Weeks before her death Diana, 
mother of Princes William, now 23, 
and Harry, 21, had claimed she feared 
being bumped off in a car crash. 

Tonight's episode of BBC1 spy saga 
Spooks also revolves around the 
death of the Princess. 

A bizarre plot, featuring real footage 
of Diana's last moments, will claim 
she was murdered by MI5 agents. 

An inquiry into the death is being 
conducted by a team led by former 
Metropolitan police chief Lord 
Stevens, 63. 

Dodi’s father Harrods owner 
Mohamed Al Fayed, 72, has always 
claimed they were murdered.

IT’S not every day that TV producers have to 
ask a dead Roman Emperor for permission 
to make a programme. But according to 
BBC1’s DRAMA CONNECTIONS, that’s what 
happened in 1976, when bosses wanted to 
film the classic Roman soap opera I, Claudius. 

Legend had it that the real Claudius, an 
emperor who was made into a god, put a 
curse on anyone trying to tell his story. In 
1937, director Alexander Korda ignored 
this. But his film was abandoned after a 
series of disasters. Forty years on, the BBC 
weren’t taking any chances, so they spoke to 
Robert Graves, who’d written the original 
novel. Graves told them Claudius would 
definitely approve of the project. 

Despite an uncertain start, the show was a 
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hit, with an all-star cast including Brian 
Blessed, Sian Philips and John Hurt. It 
influenced a generation of script-writers, 
including David Chase, creator of mob- 
drama series The Sopranos. 

There were some dodgy attempts to prove 
that the curse of Claudius was for real. 


Role 

We learned that after I Claudius, Margaret 
Tyzack, who played murderous Empress 
Livia, had to go to the States to find work. 
And George Baker, aka Inspector Wexford, 
didn’t get another role for seven months. 
But that’s not unusual for a TV actor. 

The programme continued its tradition of 
telling interesting stories of TV’s greatest 


drama hits. It’s been a mildly entertaining 
series throughout. But you wonder if the 
BBC should stop the nostalgia about its past 
success, and spend the money on new work. 

At least CORONATION STREET (ITV1) has 
started to look forwards. On Monday, 
Candice left to be Status Quo’s hairdresser. 
Then last night Martin Platt took off. 

It’s not really obvious why Martin had to 
go — he’s not the most exciting bloke, but a 
soap needs a few ordinary characters to 
keep the whole thing looking real. 

Still, there’s plenty to watch in Martin’s 
absence. His son David, brilliantly played by 
Jack P Shepherd, is going off the rails. So 
even if the Street has lost some furniture, 
the next generation are able to fill the gap.
